Educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, he has con- 
siderable experience of Parliament, Whilst 
M.P. for East Gloucestershire he was Under- 
Secretary for the Home Department as far back 
as 1868. He was Chief Secretary for Ireland 
from 1874-78, and again in 1886-87. Secretary 
for the Colonies from 1878 to 1880, he became 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 1885-86; was 
President of the Board of Trade 1888-92, and, 
M.P. for West Bristol, he has filled the unenvi- 
able post of Chancellor of the Exchequer since

Naval Review at Malta.—A naval review was 
held on the racecourse «m.

A Yeoman Killed by Treachery. 
A Reuter’s special message from Bloemfontein | 
says that two men of the Yeomanry, who asked 
for water at a farm at Jagersfontein Road, were 
treacherously directed by a woman to a place 
where some Boers were.in ambush. One Yeoman 
was killed and, the other was wounded. Troops 
were sent to the farm and inflicted just punish- 
ment for the act of treachery. ‘The woman was 
sent to the refugee camp.
